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PROCEEDINGS OF THE AMERICAN SOCIETY. 


Tue fourth anniversary of the American Society for Me- 
liorating the condition of the Jews, was held at the Presbyte- 
rian Church in Beekman-street, New-York, on Friday morning, 
at 10 o’clock, A. M,, May 12th, 1826. 

The President of the Society, Peter Wilson, LL. D. having 
deceased, one of the Vice-Presidents, Rev. Samuel Blatchford, 
D. D. took the chair, and the meeting was opened with prayer 
by the Rev. Sereno E. Dwight. 


The following gentlemen appeared and took their seats as 
delegates from Auxiliary Societies, viz: From the Massachu- 
setts Society for Meliorating the condition of the Jews, Rey. 

Messrs. Sereno E. Dwight and Benjamin B. Wisner.—From 
the Worcester County Jews’ Society, Rev. Jonathan Going. 

The Treasurer’s Report for the past year was read and ac- 
cepted, from which it appeared, that the amount of receipts | 
during the year is $8,595 23, and of disbursements $7,404 25, ) 
leaving a balance in the Treasury of $15,511 96. | 

The annual report of the Directors was then read by the 
Rev. James G, Ogilvie, which was not accepted. 

The Society proceeded to the election of their officers for the 
ensuing year, when the following gentlemen were announced

Ata meeting of the New Board, held Tuesday, May 23d, 1826, 
the following Minutes were adopted, viz : 


“The Secretary for Foreign Correspondence laid before the 
Board two documents from Count Von Der Recke and Rev. Mr. 
Mark, introducing Augustus Hatfield, a converted Jew, to the 
acquaintance pred. yaya of the Society. Mr. Hatfield was 
accordingly introduced to the members of the Board. 

Messrs. Poppe, Haven, and Frey, were appointed a standing 
Committee of Advice and Relief, to give the necessary atten- 
tion and assistance to Mr. Hatfield, and to such others of the 
descendants of Abraham as may be deemed proper subjects of 
the patronage of this Society. 

Resolved, That the Domestic and Recording Secretaries and 
Agent, be a committee to prepare a Circular to be addressed 
to every Auxiliary Society, to every church in which there 
may have been made a collection for this society, and also to 
any individual who may be a considerable donor to our funds, 
to inquire how far the amendments proposed by the Board to 
our Constitution, changing the plan of our Society, meets with 
their approbation.” 

The aforenamed committee reported at an adjourned meet- 
ing, held Tuesday, June 6th, 1826, and their report was recom- 











mitted, with the addition to the committee of the Hon. Jonas 
Platt, the Rev. Dr. McLeod, the Rev. Mr. Frey, and John 
Nitchie, Esq. with directions to report at the monthly meeting 
in June. As soon as practicable after this meeting, the Auxi- 
liary Societies may expect to hear from the parent institution 
on this subject. 


VOMESTIC CORRESPONDENCE. 


Report of the Directors of the Pembroke Auxiliary Society for Me- 
hiorating the Condition of the Jews. 


Tue rapid flight of time has brought us to the first Anni- 
versary of this Society ; and while we ought to feel a deep and 
lively interest in the object of our association, we should not 
be insensible of our obligations to God that we are permitted 
to bear any humble part in the important cause of the Jews. 

A subscription to aid the funds of the American Society for 
Meliorating the Condition of the Jews, having been commenced 
at the time when Rev. J. 8. C. F. Frey preached in this place, 
the subscribers met on the third of September last, and organi- 
zed into a Society auxiliary to the above- named Society, by 
choosing Rev. Abraham Burnham, President—Capt. Jacob 
Elliot, Vice-President—Dr. Josiah Kittredge, Secretary—Mr. 
Moses Chamberlain, ‘Treasurer, and Messrs. William Bayley, 
Daniel Knox, Esq. and David Ambrose, Directors, 

Soon after the organization of this Society, your Secretary 
wrote to Rev. S. N. Rowan, D. D. Agent of the Parent Insti- 
tution in the city of New-York, informing him of the organi- 
zation of our Society, and the amonnt which would probably 
be remitted the present month ; and has received three Nos, of 
Israel’s Advocate for each month since September last, also one 
No. for March, May, July, August, and September, 1825, one 
No. for Oct. 1823, together with the second and third Annual 
Reports of the Directors of the Parent Society. 

The interesting publication ([srael’s Advocate) has been put 
in circulation among the members of this Society as svon as 
received by your Secretary, who has also performed the duties 
of Treasurer, as Mr. Chamberlain declined accepting that 
Office. Eighty-three cents has been paid for the postage on 
the publications transmitted to us from the Parent Society, and 
a small part of the subscription has been received. It is hoped 
the remainder will be immediately forwarded. We are happy 
to state that since the formation of this Society it has increased 
to thirty-seven members; and we cannot but indulge the hope 
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that there will be a large accession to this number before an- 
other anniversary. Probably at no period since the destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem, has there been so much to encourage the 
eiforts and animate the prayers of Christians for the conversion 
of the Jews, as at the present day. Tis certain, that at a day 
not far distant, they will be gathered into the Christian church. 
The decree has gone out from the mouth of the Almighty, and 
whether we lend our efforts or not, the glorious work of their 
restoration will be accomplished. Let us think well on the 
privilege of being workers together with God—feel more, and 
pray more for the Jews, and enter upon another year with in- 
creased zeal in this blessed cause.

A CURIOSITY. 
Rev. Mr. Rowan, 


Sir—lIt is with some degree of mortification that I transmit 
to you but $15 00, of 35 which was signed in this place for 
the benevolent relief of the dispersed of Judah. 

The reason you may perhaps anticipate. ‘The subscription 
was signed at the close of a discourse delivered by Rev. Mr. 
k'rey, while his presence still awed the gazing multitude, and 
while the sympathetic tear was yet rolling down the cheek. So 
forcibly did that orator represent the suflering condition of the 
Jews, and so effectually did he weave his discourse into the 
human passions, that for a while avarice itself was forced to 
yield ; and many, like Ananias and Sapphira, promised to God 
what they are now unwilling to pay. Some precious friends to 
Israel, and to Israel’s God, in the transport of the moment, 
while a pleasing tbrill of benevolence propelled them onward, 
promised what is beyond their duty or ability to pay. 

I might mention the excuses of some who intend to pay at 
a more convenient season ; but as such excuses are familiar to 
all who have ever sought benevolent donations from a selfish 
world, I shall substitute in their stead the following, which some 
assign for doing a little, and for doing it now. 

The first is from a minister, He has expended what little 
he possessed in acquiring an education for the ministry. His 
salary, without the most rigid economy, would not supply the 
actual wants of his family ; much less would it furnish means 
for relieving the wants of others. Yet, with all these embarrass- 
ments, he finds himself able sometimes, “ when exhausted with 
excessive labour, or worn down with fatiguing journies, to re- 
fresh himself with a small glass of wine or spirits ;” as he has 
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not for ten years past indulged in this innocent fashion, if he 
now devotes the trifle thus saved to the cause of humanity and 
benevolence, he considers that he is not injuring himself, his 
family, his creditors, or the world. As he has laboured hard 
to acquire a little, he claims the privilege of putting that little 
to the best use; he therefore sends it to the Bank of Israel. 
He grasps at the present opportunity, lest increasing poverty 
should debar him the privilege for ever. 

Another present is from a mother in Israel, who is doubtless 
now singing the song of Moses and the Lamb, among the re- 
deemed in Heaven. Long previous to her death her soul had 
been wrapt upin the cause of God. Owing to local retirement, 
she knew but little of the benevolent operations of the day ; 
yet such was her extensive knowledge of the prophecies, that 
nothing appeared to animate her soul with such brilliant hopes 
as the future prospects, the conversion to Christianity, return 
to Palestine, and final prosperity of the Jews. At her death 
she had no property worthy the attention of her children, but 
some small articles* which she thought might purchase a cup 
of cold water for a child of Abraham, were left with me, which 
I shall feel bound faithfully to deliver to the object designed. 

The whole of our donation may seem small, but it has been 
made up of still smaller particles, and mingled with our united 
prayers and fervent faith, we would cast our floating atoms inte 
the rolling mass that is to rear a Wor.p.

P.S. While closing this letter I received intelligence from 
the Boston Recorder respecting the obstacles which at present 
appear to retard the operations of the Jews’ Society. I know 
not how far such news may affect the public mind in this place, 


but I venture to speak the minds of a few. While men of 


wisdom, zeal, and piety, manage those vast concerns, in which 
we believe they are directed by the Word and Spirit of God, 
we say like the servants of David, “ Behold, thy servants are 
ready to do whatsoever my Lord the king shall appoint.” 

The fetters of Egypt were not broken from the sons of Jacob 
without a struggle. The march of Israel to the promised land 
was chequered with disappointments. Nor do we expect now 
to see God’s covenant people emancipated from slavery, gath- 
ered from the ends of the earth, and quietly seated in the land 
of gospel peace, without a single retrograde step.

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Tenth report of the Female Society of Boston and its vicinity, for 
promoting Christianity among the Jews. 


It would have afforded your Committee very high satisfac- 
tion to be able to state on the present anniversary, that the great 
object of the Society’s wishes was accomplished ; but this be- 
ing denied them, they are happy to remark that the Prudential 
Committee of the American Board of Commissioners for Fo- 
reign Missions have not been remiss in their endeavours to ob- 
tain a Missionary for this Society. 

It is not necessary here to detail particulars in relation to their 
negotiation in our behalf; but we are authorized to state that 
there is increasing reason ‘to believe that a person duly qualified 
for this responsible office will be obtained in the course of a 
few months. While, however, our minds are animated with 
these hopes, we are called to notice, with emotions of heart-felt 
sorrow, the death of two individuals on whose co-operation and 
counsel we greatly relied. The much lamented President of 
this Society, who on this day has so uniformly cheered us by 
her presence, has within the last year finished her earthly course, 
and as we confidently hope, entered into that rest prepared for 
all the faithful followers of Christ. Mrs. Winrurop was early 
and deeply interested in the concerns of this Association, and in 
her the long-lost children of Israel found an unwavering friend. 
We believe the interest which she manifested in their behalf 
was founded on faith in the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

The Bible reve:led to her their real condition, and in the 
same holy book she also read, in language too plain to be mis- 
taken, the promises of their final restoration. Thus situated 
and thus sustained, she was ever ready to employ ber wealth, 
her influence, and the energies of her mind, in the service of the 
Jews. Her interest did not spend itself at anniversary meetings ; 
but was steady and uniform. Being founded on an immutable 
basis, it prompted its possessor to continued efforts for the ac- 
complishment of the one great object, viz. the spiritual im- 

rovement of this unhappy people. On whom has her mantle 
fallen ? And who among us will now resolve, through divine as- 
sistance, to be found faithful unto death? 

Much has been said on the subject of our sending out a mis- 
sionary to the Jews ; and probably some who have not favoured 
the plan are now ready to consider the obstacles which we have 
encountered, as an indication of Providence that we ought to 
turn our attention to some other method of improving their 
condition, ‘This Society, in still adhering to their resolution of 
1822, have been thought to disapprove of the object of the 
New-York Society. ‘The Committee have considered it unne- 
cessary to refute this charge, and would only refer those whe 
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made it, to the Circular published by this Board in 1822. It 
will there be seen that they were actuated by no feelings of op- 

osition, but sincerely wished them God speed. As a Society, 
we did at that time, as we trust, pursue the course pointed out 
to us by Providence, whose leadings we endeavoured carefully 
to watch, and whose designs, if we mistake not, it was our view 
to promote. Having at that time come to the deliberate con- 
clusion that it was our duty to send out a Missionary; and 
having since had increasing evidence that many Missionaries 
are wanted ; how can we be justified in abandoning a project 
promising so much usefulness, merely because the proper per- 
son cannot at once be found to go forth in our service? But 
we are told, “ Our money ought to have been employed.” ‘The 
Treasurer’s report will show that it has not been useless ; and 
if we had been auxiliary to the New-York Society, the Jews 
for the last three years would not have derived from it, proba- 
bly, a greater benefit. Some time since, a letter was sent by 
the Rev. Mr. Fisx, in Palestine, to a gentleman in this city, 
designating several important Missionary Stations in that inte- 


resting country ; and another directed to one of the officers of 


this Board, on the subject of our Missionary, in which he asks 
with great earnestness the cause of our delay. He commends 
the promptness with which the Society resolved on sending out 
a Missionary, but deplores the fact that he has not appeared. 
Mr. Fisx’s character being well known to us all, we must fee!) 
that his great desire to have this object accomplished, could 


have arisen from nothing but a deep, heart-felt conviction of 


the necessity and importance of the measure. He was on the 
spot, and tenderly alive to the spiritual wants of the Jews: his 
judgment could not therefore be questioned ; and your Com- 
mittee rejoiced in the approbation, and hoped for the co-opera- 
tion, of one in whose ability and faithfulness they could so im- 
plicitly confide. Here, too, have we been sadly disappointed. 
The labours of this beloved and faithful Missionary now are 
ended. No mere will he sympathise in our trials and rejoice 
in our prosperity. His kind proffers of assistance will no more 
be repeated; but though he aid not our feeble efforts, we are 
permitted to rejoice in the belief that he is assisting tn the songs 
of the Redeemer above, in giving glory to Him who sitteth on 
the throne, and the Lamb for ever. 

The Jewish Expositor for the last year, contains many facts 
confirming our belief in the utility of Missionary efforts among 
the Jews; and we would refer all interested in this subject to the 
communications of Professor Tholuck, of Berlin, in one of 
which it is stated that the prejudices of the Jews, in many places 
which he visited, are wholly gone, and that the Christian Mis- 
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sionary is received among them with even more tenderness than 
is commonly manifested by Christians. 

We cannot close our Report without exhorting the members 
of this Society to examine more thoroughly than they ever yet 
have done, into the present state of the Jews throughout the 
world. Much has been done and written to enlighten the Chris- 
tian world on this subject, and to awaken in the professed fol- 
lowers of Christ, some sense of their high obligations to this 
hitherto despised and persecuted people. Many powerful ap- 
peals have been made to the feelings of Christians, Still there 
remains an ignorance truly lamentable ; a coldness, which if it 
do not wholly prevent, seems to palsy all their efforts. Many 
Societies have been formed, and large sums been paid into the 
treasury of the Lord: and yet, comparatively, little has been ef- 
fected. On this subject the eye of the public is but beginning 
to open, and the pulse of feeling beats not only slowly, but so 
feebly, that nothing but strong Christian faith could enable us 
to predict its continual existence. But this faith, blessed be 
God, prompts the believer to unwearied efforts for its support, 
and animates him with the hope of its universal extension. The 
ingathering of the Jews is indeed a glorious object; but how is 
it to be obtained? Not by remaining ignorant of their real 
eondition ; not by supineness and sloth; not by endless debates 
respecting the different modes of converting them to Christian- 
ity; but by enlightening our minds with regard to their real 
situation, by feeling deeply their spiritual wants, by giving libe- 
rally, and adding to our alms vigorous exertions, and above all, 
fervent, importunate prayer in their behalf. Let all Christen- 
dom awake to deep feeling, to fervent prayer, and to constant, 
efficient efforts in behalf of this despised people, and we shall 
soon see them not only uniting themselves to the Christian 
ehurch from which they have so long been severed, and ac- 
knowledging Jesus as the true “Messiah, but uniting heart and 
hand with Gentile Christians in the conversion of the Heathen 
world. ‘Then will begin to shine the long day of Millennial 
glory, and the promise of God be accomplished, that with their 
ingathering shall the fullness of the Gentiles come.

PRUSSIA. 


Extraets of a letter from the Rev. Professor Tholuck. 


[Continued from page 90, Vol. IV.] 


** Another pleasing conversion took place in a young man 
who devotes himself to the study of philology. You will re- 
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collect, from a former communication, that a proselyte, Doctor 
ef Philosophy, had begun to collect about him a number of 
Jewish youths, to instruct them in the classics, and at the same 


time to proclaim to them the Gospel. The young man of 


whom | am now speaking was of that number. Afier a short 
time, he expressed a wish to receive a more extensive instruc- 
tion in Gospel truths. At that period our missionary, Handes, 
was staying here for relaxation, and at the same time, to work 
among the Jews as much as possible. I sent this young awak- 
ened man to him for instruction. The Spirit of the Lord ac- 
companied this instruction so visibly, that a change of heart 
soon took place. He applied, after the departure of Handes, 
to the pious clergyman who had taken care of the person I 
spoke of before, aud, by the blessing of God, he was established 
in the truth. He continues to attend lectures in the classical 
school. 

“[ gave you notice, in a former letter, of a young man who 
resolved to give up all the Jewish connections from whom he 
yeceived support for studying in the classical school, in order 
to profess, publicly, his faith. Some friends, however, dissuaded 
him from doing it, as there was no prospect opening for him 
among the Christians. However, he assured me, that as his 
conscience would not allow him any longer to remain a Jew, 
he would profess Christ at all events. ‘This confidence in the 
Lord God was not put to shame. The king, as I mentioned 
to you, if I am not mistaken, in a former letter, granted him a 
small exhibition, and he betook himself to Halle to study divi- 
nity there. Some weeks ago he paid me a visit, by which | 
perceived that his heart was yet upright, although his instrue- 
tion in divinity was still very deficient. 1 have been enabled, 
by means of the liberality of a friend, to afford him the neces- 


sary sum to pursue his studies under the superintendance of 


the Berlin professors.” 

In a letter which you have inserted in your Records, No. xxi. 
p. 3, | have mentioned a young Jew, who after a decided op- 
position to the truth, came to tell me that he is beginning to 
believe. His persuasion has since become more deeply rooted; 
and he has finally come to the determination to embrace Chris- 
tianity. He has left Berlin for that purpose, in order to act 
elsewhere more freely; I have given him a letter of recom- 
mendation to a prous clergyman. I cannot, however, hel 
observing, that this young man, although persuaded that Christ 
is the Messiah, and that there are many prophecies of Jesus in 
the Old Testament, and believing in the New Testament, stil] 
I fear he knows nothing of real conversion. And although I 
am inclined to have good hopes of Jews of this description, 
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still 1 cannot consider them as fit to receive baptism. 1 should 
like to learn your opinion on this point. 

Another young Jew | have formerly mentioned as visiting 
our two Berditchef Jews with benefit to his soul, seems now 
really and decidedly converted. When he declared his reso- 
lution to profess Christ to his old aunt, by whom he is support- 
ed, she wrung her hands, and exclaimed, weeping, Dear boy! 
do not run into perdition! The poor youth will be exposed to 
much, when his relations draw back their hand from bim. 

There is another youth, the sun of a chief rabbi of » in 
Silesia. He was educated in the house of his uncle, the chief 
rabbi of . When it was deemed necessary to send the 
young man to some place where he could learn German, al! 
the Jews exhorted him not to go to Berlin, most of the young 
Jews being seduced there to embrace Christianity. Notwith- 
standing these exhortations he came to Berlin, and took lessons 
with a Christian teacher in the German language. The teacher, 
although no experimental Christian, proposed to read the New 
Testament in German, and to elucidate the difficult phrases by 
means of the Hebrew translation. Thus the youth became 
acquainted with the New Testament, from which he received, 
after a short time, a considerable impression. He began to 
compare it with the Old, and became persuaded of its divine 
character. He applied to a clergyman, and received baptism. 
By degrees he has been led also to self-knowledge, and heart- 
felt experience. 1 do not know him so particularly as some 
of my friends, who are delighted with his humble spirit, and 
the simplicity of his manners. He pursues a course of lectures, 
and intends to study divinity. 

A proselyte, respecting whom I had formerly informed you 
that he had been placed in a seminary, where fourteen children 
had been put under his care, has behaved there so well, that 
our government has given hii a higher place, as inspector of 
a number of young schoolmasters who are preparing for their 
situation. 

The three proselytes who are studying divinity here, go on 
in faith and sincerity. One from Frankfort I am particularly 
pleased with. 

There is another young Jew, whose brother had embraced 
Christianity a long time before, and devoted himself to the 
study of divinity; he has been prepared for Christian princi- 

les, and the excellent friend of our society, the states-coun- 
sellor Beckedorf, procured him a place as pupil in a school- 
master-seminary. 

1 am happy to give also a favourable account of a Jew ot 
whom I have spoken in a letter of old date, I think 1823. He 
lives in Mecklenburg, and began to spread the seed of the Gos- 
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pel among his brethren after the flesh when he was yet out- 
wardly a Jew. He had gathered, at that time, round him some 
Jewish children, with whom he read the Old and New Testa- 
ment, and some Jewish youths, with whom he read theological 
Christian books. Being clever, and of very amiable manners, 
he found also access to his relations, two of whom he. led to 
Christ. He sent me a letter of one of them, which was deeply 
aflecting. ‘Thus he continued to act for Christ, although out- 
wardly a Jew. He did not venture to leave Judaism before the 
death of his aged mother. At last he made a public profession, 
and was placed by the State Minister of the Duke of Mecklen- 
burg, Who had been god-father to him, in a seminary, where 
he has now obtained a situation as teacher, having signalized 
himself by his talents and his application. I have lately re- 
ceived intelligence from him; he is proceeding steadfastly and 
seriously, and continues to do good as much as possible among 
his brethren. 

I shall now give you some further account of the two Ber- 
ditschef proselytes, who continue their preparation. 1 confess 
when I came back to Berlin, | was full of apprehensions for 
them, on account of Satan’s numerous devices; but, thanks be 
to God, | found them as earnestly pressing forward towards 
the prize of their high calling as ever. As to their application, 
I will only observe, that one of them reads the Latin poetry 
with ease; he translates easy Greek prosaists, and writes a 
good German style; all this is no common thing with a Polish 
learned Jew. What difficulties have they to surmount even to 
learn to think logically! As to their zeal, they continue to draw 
Jews under the Gospel, and, as | have given you an instance, 
not without effect. 

I shall finally give you some information about the proceed- 
ings of our Missionary. Although he travels without a com- 
panion, the Lord works powerfully by him. 

“When I left Berlin, after a time of relaxation, that had not 
been without much blessing to my svul, [I directed my journey 
to Meseritz. ‘The desire in this place after Bibles and tracts, 
among evangelical Christians, Catholics, and Jews, was inde- 
scribable. | distributed till all my stock was exhausted. The 
desired me to search my trunk again, and when | had not one 
left, many of them went away dissatisfied. I have made ita 
rule, never to distribute books, without some words of admo- 
nition ; therefore, | gathered about twenty persons at a time 
into my room, then [ shut it up and spoke to them; and after 
having finished my address to them, I dismissed them with the 
books, and allowed twenty more to enter. A Jewish tailor 
came, telling me that he had been so much gratified in perusing 
the New Testament I made him a present of, that he had been 
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reading it till midnight, without taking any supper. There 
came three foreign Jews from Hamburgh, desirous to know 
the design of our sending missionaries among them. I told 
them, and laid shortly before them a description of all the nu- 
merous attempts which were made to awaken them; and, I con- 
cluded with a prayer to God to reveal Jesus to their hearts. 
They seized my hand, and exclaimed, Amen! In the evening 
I went to the synagogue. A Jew came to ask, whether Chris- 
tianity was absolutely necessary for salvation? I spoke to him 
about the cross of Christ, and of his redemption. He was af. 
fected even to tears, and seemed to feel it deeply. Two Jew- 
esses conversed with me the whole afternoon. At last they 
confessed they could not be saved without embracing Christi- 
anity. [ paida visit to a Catholic woman on a sick bed; there 
I found a Jewess. When I turned to her, asking her how she 
hoped to be saved, streams of tears fell from her eyes ; she 
made no reply, so deeply she seemed affected with a conscious- 
ness of her sins. I visited a Jewish family. I seized the op- 
portunity to speak about the great number of useless thing: 
with which men waste their time without thinking of the oue 
thing needful. All the family listened to my words most at- 
tentively ; they were affected. The mother told me at parting, 
Your words will not be lost upon us. The father of the family, 
an old Jew, with a long beard, thanked me, and aceompaniei 
me to my lodgings. I met with a Jewess, who listened anxiously 
to my words, and invited me to dine with her, in order that she 
might hear more about the matter, and in the evening she sent 
to me her husband and her father-in-law, in order that they 
might hear also; they listened humbly, and when they weat 
the old man said, ‘ [t is indeed the true doctrine!’ I was visited 
by a brother in Christ, a Moravian. While we were talking, 
two Jews came in; they said that they were anxiously expect- 
ing the Messiah; | opened the Bible to show that he is come. 
The Spirit of God seemed to be poured out on one of them; 
he wept, he kissed me, he cried, “ Wo to me, poor sinner; but 
blessed be the mother that has borne thee !” I preached in the 
Protestant Church: among my hearers I observed twenty-three 
Jews. After the sermon three young Jews came to me; they 
assured me they had taken no dinner, in order that they might 
not lose the opportunity of hearing me. We remained a long 
time in conversation. One of them wished to become a Chris- 
tian and to study divinity. [t was the fair-day, and the mullti- 
tude of people desiring tracts was so great, that above a hun- 
dred of them pressed into my room; I had much trouble be- 
fore | could prevail upon them to retire, and to enter only in 
small numbers. A Jew came from Wronke on purpose to ask 
me some questions about the truth; he was docile, and received 
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politely what I said. He desired a Hebrew New Testament. 

I gave him one, and when I added to it ‘ Bogue on the authen- 

ticity,’ he assured me he was firmly persuaded of the authen- 
ticity of the books in the New Testament, so as not to need 

Bogue.”’ 

The continuation of the journal not being now at hand, I 
conclude the extracts for fear I should prolong the delay of 
this letter, which has been caused by my illness. I will only 
state two striking facts contained therein. In Posen and the 
neighborhood, fifteen young men have given notice of their 
design to embrace Christianity ; the most part of them, how- 
ever, being teachers, they are at a loss what to do after bap- 
tism.—In Strzelno the magistrate sent a paper among the Jews 
of the place, to ask them whether they would permit the Mis- 
sionary to preach to them in their synagogue, and if they did, 
to write their names. All the Jews of the place, without one 
exception, signed the paper; and the Christian Missionary im 
his clerical robes, delivered to them a sermon of one hour and a 
half long, in the synagogue, from the place where they are accus- 
tomed to read the Law. 

As soon as possible you shal] hear from me again. 

Be persuaded that I shall never forget all the kindness I have 
met with in dear England. The Lord reward all those who 
have contributed to make my stay there so blessed and com- 
fortable ! 


BAPTISM OF TWO JEWS. 


A RESPECTABLE Jew was baptised at Exeter, by the Rev. 
Matthew Vicars, on Christmas day last, and another at Bristol, 
on Epiphany day, by the Rev. M. R. Whish, at Redcliffe 
Church, 

In both cases due caution seems to have been used in admit- 
ting them to the Holy Ordinance, and we may reasonably hope, 
as we would earnestly pray, that they may both prove to be 
“Israelites indeed, in whom is no guile!” It is a pleasing fact, 


) that both had been quickened in their pursuit of divine truth, 


by the instructions of Mr. Alexander. 

_ We have been favoured with a particular account of the bap- 
usm which took place at Bristol, from the Rev. M. R. Whish, 
which we here subjoin, at the same time reminding our readers, 
that as God alone searcheth the heart, we must not be under- 
stood as pledging ourselves for a sincerity which, in all cases, 
‘une and future conduct alone can confirm. 
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To the Editors of the Jewish Expositor. 


GentLemeNn—I think it would gratify you, and the othe; 
members of our Society for the Conversion of the Jews, to 
detail some particulars relative to the case I now lay before 
you. ‘They are known to others as well as to mysell; for 
though, on the one hand, it is desirable not to give publicit, 
to every individual case of conversion, yet, on the other hand 
where there is any thing worthy of notice, it is a mistaken view 
to suppress all particulars, where they can be verified by per- 
sonal observation, and thus bring credit to our holy religion, 
and honour to the name of our God. 

The Israelite of whom I write, is of Prussian origin; his 
mind became painfully exercised upon the subject of religion 
about last spring, when forsaking his worldly calling, he roam. 
ed about the country in quest of “ the one thing needful,” he 
got some instructions at Exeter, through Mr. Michael Solomon 
Alexander, the Jewish reader, who left the charge of the Syua- 
gogue at Plymouth lately, and was baptised ; as also did: 
companion of his, who was also baptised at Exeter, on Chirist- 
mas day last, after much previous discipline and examination; 
he afterwards came down to me, having had an introductory 
letter from a niedical practitioner, Mr. G. at that city, who 
begged me to have an eye to his case, and superintend his con. 
duct, which had been irreproachable, though he did not dis 
cover then so much intensity of desire after the knowledge of 
the way of salvation as he afterwards experienced. 1 wished 
to receive him with caution, and kept him at a distance for 
some time, to see whether there was any real feeling about pro- 
fessing Christianity, and desire to be baptised ; he attended a 
many of the churches, and was evidently solicitous to knov, 
more perfectly, “ the way of salvation,” and not merely to as- 
sume a new profession of religion. 

He had frequent controversies with the Jews here, in a! 
which he bore the triumph, arguing from their own Scripture: 
that Jesus was the Christ: they derided him, and being foiled 
in argument, (for he is very dexterous in this way,) they tried 
to tempt him by offers of gain. and did all in their power ( 
make him swerve from his purpose. This had been going on 
for three months. He had several times, so long as two months 
ago, begged to be baptized. | put him off, wishing to prove | 
his sincerity, till he became quite disheartened. He was ill 
some days when I was confined to my bed, and could not go to 
him: it was a very trying time to him, but he was enabled “1 
patience to possess his soul.” Other brethren have seen him 
and questioned him, and have never urged any thing agains‘ 
his being baptised in due time. Once we talked that his bap- 
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tism should take place on Christmas day, then on St. Stephen's, 
or some saint’s day, but it was postponed, till I felt | was doing 
him an injustice in not baptizing him, having given me much 
satisfactory proof, not only of his sincerity, but of his fitness. 
] drew up a paper which | caused to be read at church, express- 
ing the grounds on which his application could be attended 
to, and to which he subscribed ; viz. a recantation of his prin- 
ciples, as far as they were opposed to Christianity, and a so- 
lemn profession of his belief in the doctrines of the New Tes- 
tament dispensation. This was on Sunday, Jan. 1; and on 
Friday following, being the Epiphany, | had a full service, 
with a sermon, grounded on the case of Philip and the Eunuch, 
Acts, viii. 36, 37, though not strictly analagous to his. It was 
a solemn day: the congregation was a very respectable one ; 
complete order in the church was maintained; and the man, 
after all other service and scrutinizing scenes through which he 
had passed, maintained his purpose, and performed his part 
with a deep impression of its solemnity and importance. ‘Two 
other Jews were present ; one was favourably impressed by the 
service, and seems likely to follow the example. I was attend- 
ed by several clergymen, and more would have come had they 
not been engaged at their own churches on that day. A novel 
scene it was ; and what is most pleasant to reflect upon is, that 
it was his own voluntary act from the beginning. I never sug- 
gested it to him, and studiously avoided the subject of baptism 
when he touched upon it, for a long time; so that proselytism 
had nothing to do with the case. He is about twenty-seven 
years old; he is a very well informed Jew, or rather Christian, 
and is capable of being made useful in any way. 


I will just add, that I made him write upon the doctrine of 


the Trinity, as he could trace it from the Old Testament ; upon 
the incarnation of God, and upon the doctrine of original sin. 

His talents are something vu unusual sort, and he makes 
quick progress in whatever he undertakes. He has no worldly 
prospect in view immediately, and is cast into the lap of Pro- 
vidence, having forsaken al] for the Gospel’s sake. His old 
friends forsake him, and brand him as an apostate ; and after 
I had baptized him, some of them came from the synagogue in 
fury to beat him with stripes, but could not find him, though 
he does not secrete himself. Another was put out of the syna- 
Bogue for being present at the church on the day of his baptism. 
_ [ will only add, before | conclude this hasty sketch of our 
interesting scene, that I felt much satisfaction from the con- 
necting circumstances attached to it, as well as from the con- 
sciousness of having done my duty in performing a sacred 
office in the house of God for one of the lost sheep of the house 
of Israel. I am your’s, &c.
